Annual Christmas 
Display Now Open 
At El Camino

One of the nation's most 
unusual Christmas evhibits 
now fronts the Administra­ 
tion Building of El Camino 
College, where a.- series of 
12 famed art reproductions 
are currently on display.

Originated in 1948, Madon­ 
na Row features the work of 
venerated artists who creat­ 
ed the original pieces focus­ 
ing upon the Madonna and 
Christchild.

Mildred K. Walker, El Ca­ 
mino art instructor, and one 
of the originators of the cam­ 
pus tradition, remarked that 
Madonna Row has been a 
successful attempt on the 
part of the college to ecqufre 
a Christmas project with 
significance and value. 

THROUGH JAN.
Consisting of mosaics, 

paintings and stained glass, 
the display of the 8 by 10 
foot reproductions will be 
continued through January 
1 in front of the Administra* 
(ion Biulding at 16007 S. 
Crenshaw Blvd.

The collection may be 
viewed at any time by turn 
ing on the perriphery road 
fronting the college on Cren- 
shaw.

Miss Walker is coordinat­ 
ing the annual Christmas 
art presentation with the 
assistance of Richard L. 01 i- 
vier and Joseph E. Gadden, 
also Instructors within the 
art department,

ings are Raphael's "The cow- 
per Madonna" and "Madon- 
Grunewald's "Virgin and 
Child with Angol Concert."

Polio Shots Now 
Required for 
School Signups

New sections of the Health 
and Safety Codfe, passed at 
the last session of the State 
Legislature, provide for man­ 
datory poliomyelitis immu­ 
nization of all school pupils 
in the State of California. 
The requirement applies in 
general to all pupils of any 
age admitted to public or 
private primary or second­ 
ary schools, including kin­ 
dergarten, junior college, 
adult education classes.

Three SaIk-type polio im­ 
munizations are currently 
required; however, a pupil 
may he admitted with one 
immunization provided the 
series of three shots is ob­ 
tained within a period of 
one year.

For pupils immunized 
with three injections of polio 
vaccine prior to January 1, 
1962, a signed statement by 
parents or guardians stating 
this fact -with the approxi­ 
mate dates of immunization 
will suffice. For pupils im­ 
munized with three injec­ 
tions of polio vaccine prior 
to Jan. 1, 1902, a certificate 
must be obtained from au­ 
thorized agency or physician 
administering vaccine. The 
certificate must state: (a) 
Name of immunized person, 
(b) Rirthdate, (c) Date of 
immunization, (d) Type of 
vacine used (Salk or three 
types of oral), (e) Name of 
agency or physician admini­ 
stering vaccine. For those 
persons who may not believe 
in immunization, a state­ 
ment stating this fact must 
be submitted in writing to 
school authorities and signed 
by the parent or guardian 
for all students under the 
age of 21.

if your child has not yet 
been immunized against 
polio, parents must obtain 
this Immunization at the 
earliest possible time so that 
the series of three shots may 
be administered prior to the 
January 1963 deadline. 
These Immunizations are 
available through physi­ 
cians, Los Angeles County 
Medical Association, polio 
clinics, any National Foun­ 
dation Clinic, and at local 
health centers.

Torrance schools are pro­ 
viding forms for recording 
of immunization data. For 
further information contact 
your local school principal.
